DEAD, TIED UNDER PIER. 


Aged Real Estate Dealer Probably a 
Suicide by Aid of the Tide. 


Tom Gillies, a watchman employed at 
llappyland, Seuth Beach, Staten 
was out at low tide about 54:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning collecting driftwood. 
tie worked along the beach until he came 








a man seated on a stringplece beside a 
pile, 
no answer, climbed up to where he sat. 

He saw then that the man was dead 
and that his body was tied to the string- 
piece and spile. Both the man’s wrists 
and ankles were cut, as thought an at- 
tempt had been made to sever the arter- 
ies, aid he had a deep gash inthe back 
of his head. He was tied tightly to the 
stringplece and spile, and as his clothing 
was water soaked it was evident that he 
had been there throughout high tide, 
which brings the water four feet above 
the stringpiece. 

Gillies got help and the body was cut 
down and taken to the Stapleton Morgue, 
where Coroner Jackson made an investi- 
gation. At its conclusion the Coroner de- 
clared his beilef that the man had tied 
himself to the stringpiece some time be- 
tween low tide on Saturday, at about 5:30 
o'ciock, and i 1 tide Saturday night. He 
said the man had been dead for six or 
seven hours. He believed that he had 
first cut his wrists and ankles while seat- 
ed on the strin

WOULD INSURE MOTHERS. 


Louls Brandels Advocates a State 
Fund to Aid Worxing Women. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., June 18.—Louis D. 
Brandeis, the anti-railroad-trust lawyer, 
came out to-day in advocacy of a State 
insurance for prospective mothers. 

** Maternity insurance must come, and 
it will,” says Mr. Brandeis, ever ready 
to lay aside his countless cares to talk 
about the betterment of the status of the 
workingman. 

“People are just beginning to realize 


the tremendous rdle that the mother 
plays in the world; people are just awak- 
ening to the fact that the mother, if for 
no other than a purely physiological 
reason, should be carefully preserved. 

‘My plan is that women should be 
forced in their own interest to become 
members of some society; preferably one 
under direct Government control. In the 
event of her becoming a mother, and 
therefore being obliged to give up work- 
ing for six weeks, (by law,) the mother 
would be entitled to draw on the fund for 
money. 

‘This is the potnt of ‘maternity tnsur- 
ance.’ It is a great step toward making 
motherhood not a period to be dreaded, 
but one that shall make every working 
woman feel her ability to outlive. Now 
the next step is to~see that the mother 
and the child shall not suffer through

WASHINGTON, June 18.—With one- 
cent postage as his ultimate object, Post- 
master General Hitchcock 1s about ready 
to recommend to Congress materia! 
changes in the present system of paying 
railroads for postal transportation. 
An extensive investigation, going into 
the whole subject of mail, passenger, and 
express transportation, has just been 
completed, and he is convinced that 
sweeping changes must be instituted. This 
readjustment will pave the way for fur- 
ther reforms looking to a penny postage. 

Mr. Hitchcock declared to-day that 
many of the railways were being over- 
paid and that a saving of about $9,000,000 
could be made to the Government with- 
out doing injustice to them. The investi- 
gation showed that of the 394 companies 
reported on 278 were making profit from 
mail transportation, while 116 are incur- 
ring losses.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Actual con- 
struction work on the fortifications of the 
Panama Canal will be started to-morrow.

Awaits Any Charges Against Him— 
His Vessel Sails for Plymouth, 
Then Goes to Havre, 





SANTANDER, Spain, June 18.—The 
Steamer Ypiranga, with Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz, ex-President of Mexico, aboard, 
sailed from here this evening for Plym- 
outh. Several tugs flying the Mexican 
colors and crowded with cheering people 
escorted the steamer for several miles. 

Gen. Diaz said that the friendly demon- 
strations at Spanish ports had comforted 
him greatly in his bitter exile. He denied 
statements published in the Spanish pa- 
pers that the United States had been re- 
sponsible for the revolutionary movement 
in Mexico. On the vepage from Gijon to 
Santander Gen, Diaz, asked if he intended 
to take up his residence in Spain, said: 

“It is quite possible that after a few 
months’ rest I shall turn my steps to the 
Peninsula. I speak only Spanish, and I 
am too old to begin the study of foreign 
languages. However, nothing has yet 
been decided upon. I shall make up my 
mind in Paris, where I go direct from 
Havre.” 

Incidentally one of the members of Gen. 
Diaz's suite said that the principal reason 
for the visit to Paris was to consult a 
specialist with reference to the abscess 
from which Gen. Diaz is still suffering 
greatly. 

Gen. Diaz was somewhat reluctant to 
touch upon Mexico, saving that he wished 
to keep recent events from his thoughts 
as much as possible. Finally he made a 
statement, in the course of which he said: 

“I abandoned power when I became

Gen. Trevino Announces His Candi- 
dacy for the Presidency. 
Special to The New York lunes. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 18.—A de- 
velopment of the Presidential campaign in 
Mexico that may prove of the greatest 
importance is published in El Constitu- 


cional, a Mexican weekly recently estab- 
lished here. It is that Gen, Geronimo 
Trevino has announced his candidacy for 
the Presidency in opposition to Francisco 
I. Madero, Jr., and that clubs to support 
him are being formed throughout the 
State of Neuvo Leon. Gen. Trevino is a 
bitter enemy of°Gen. Bernardo Reyes, and 
the adhesion of the latter to the cause of 
Madero has undoubtedly caused the an- 
nouncement. 

It was Trevino whom Diaz used itn 1909 
to put an end to the Presidential aspira- 
tions of Reyes. The latter was then Gov- 
ernor of Neuvo Leon, and was the idol 
of the Méxican Army. He announced him- 
self as a candidate for the Vice Presi- 
dency, thus to be the successor of Diaz, 
and clubs of Reyist were formed 
throughout the northern and central sec- 
tions of the republic. The agitation be- 
came so pow erful that Diaz determined to 
put it down by strong measures,

MORMON CHIEF WILL OBEY. 


Papers, However, Must Be Served— 
Church Does Much Business. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, June 18,—President 
Joseph F. Smith of the Mormon Church 
has informed Chairman Hardwick of the 
House sugar investigating committee that 
he will go to Washington to testify on 
Mormon sugar concerns when the proper 
papers are served and his health will 
permit. He will not go merely by re- 
quest. wl 

Mr. Hardwick’s insistence that Presi- 
dent Smith ghall testify, instead of send- 
ing Officers of the sugar concern, is at- 
tracting much attention here. It is be- 
lieved that, if Mr, Smith is closely ques- 
tioned, many interesting facts will be 
brought out about the connection of the 
Church and its officials with big business 


in Utah, Idaho, and other neighboring 
States. 

The Church has engaged in business 
ever since its formation. When the Mor- 
mons came to Utah stores were run by it, 
and in the years since it has invested in 
mines, ranches, banks, railroads, and, as 
is now to be investigated, in sugar. [It is 
understeod to have taken a good-sized 


less on Saltan, a resort on the Great Salt | 


Lake, which it financed, while huge prof- 
its are said to have come from its in- 
vestments in sugar, It took up beet- 
sugar production in the pioneer days of 
that industry, established a factory, and 
encouraged farmers to grow beets. It 
extended its interest so far in the suc- 
ceeding years that the big concerns 
which are charged with a desire to ano- 
nopolige the sugar supply found it worth 
while to enter into some sort of relations 
with it. What these relations are may be 
determined by the House committtee. 
The Church is able to go into business 
because of the money furnished by the 
tithing fund, Every faithful Mormon 1s 
supposed to give a tenth of his income to 
the Church. How many do so, and what 
the fund amounts to is not known, as no 
accounting of either receipts or disburse- 
ments is ever made to the body of the 
Church. As those whe do not comply 
with the tithing rule, however, lose stand- 
ing in the Church and are not admitted to 
the Temple rites and other privileges, it 1s 
believed that the income is very large 
despite the spirit of independence that is 
spreading throughout the people. 
The only persons whe know what ! 
done with the money are the First Presi- 
dency, consisting of Mr. Smith and his 
two counselors, and the quorum of the

denly in Arlington Hall yesterday after- 
noon, when the a President 
was being idered, was reconvened 
in the evening, and after harmony was 
restored these officers were elected: 
President, Dr. P. E. Siegelstein; Vice 
President, Dr. Julius Weiss, and Secre- 
tary, Dr. Joseph E. Braumstein. Forty- 
eight delegates were also elected. 

When invention started on Thurs- 
day a resolution was adopted uniting the 
Federation of Roumanian Jews of Amer- 
ica with the Alliance of Roumanian Jews 
in America. Twenty-four delegates from 
the alliance and twenty-four from the 
federation wee present, and the alliance 
wanted Dr. P. E, Siegelstein and the fed- 
eration stood for Dr. Julius Weiss for 
President. 

The two organizations split on a propo- 
sition Submitted by the alliance to build 
a home for aged Jews on Staten Island, 
the federation contending that a hospital 
would be more appropriate. The refusal 
to elect Dr. Siegelstein, the alliance dele- 
gates said. showed there can be no peace 
between them, and they withdrew,

A pavement is. juSt like a garment. If it 
is well made, of good material, it can he 
kept serviceable by careful attention, mend- 
ing, and patching, for a number of years, 
even in pretty hard service. If it was a 
poor garment in the beginning, it is not 
worth while spending much money for re- 
pairs, : 

The pavements in New York are in this 
worn-out condition in many places.. The 
life of thé asphalt is over; the granite 
blocks are uneven, and rounded on all edges. 
But the city officials are reluctant to ac- 
knowledge this, although their engineers 
have urged them to do so, for the reason 
that miles of these worn-out pavements 
have been paid for by the issue of bonds 
which still have twenty to thirty years to 
run, To replace the pavements fill require 
more honds, if the present system of pro- 
viding funds is followed, and that !s a pro- 
ceeding which is dangerous, for if once a 
financial expert who has the confidence of 
the people, ever tells them the story .of 
paving financing there will be an uproar, 
Thege things are mentioned to. explain why 
engineers have such great difficulty in 
laying good pavements in Manhattan. The 
trouble is a financial one.

Fifth Avenue Association and says that 
engineers who have studied the best 
Pavements in London have reported that

Jt is unfortunate that the re- 
verse cannot be said. 

In the recently issued report of the 
Fifth Avenue Association the writer con- 
cludes there are so many errors of fact 
and deduction that ‘it is a4 grave mistake 
for such a pamphlet to be given out to 
the public as a criticism based on expert 
knowledge.”’

Col. Cornell of the Highways Pro- 
tective Society Wants a 
Legislative Inquiry. 





PROFIT IN OTHER STATES 





While Under Secretary Koenlg’s Ad- 
ministration, the Figures Show, New 
York Suffered an Apparent Loss. 





The National Highways Protective So- 
ciety, through its Secretary, Col. Edward 
S. Cornell, is urging a legislative investi- 
gation of the administration of the State 
Automobile License Bureau under Re- 
publican County Chairman Samuel. 8. 
Koenig when he was Secretary of State. 

According to Col. Cornell, 


of the receipts and expenditures of the 
Automobile Bureau in 1910 as he has 
been able so far to obtain from Secretary 
Lazansky, Chairman Koenig's successor, 
it cost the State more in 1910 under Mr. 
Koenig to conduct the bureau than the 
cashier took in. 

“It looks as if the State had to pay 
more than 100 per cent. to run the office 
in 1910,’" said Col. Cornell yesterday, in 
declaring that the Legislature should not 
let such a condition of affairs as he 
says evidently existed [ast year gf0 
unexamined, ‘‘ whereas in neighboring 
States the license bureaus cost only from 
10 to 20 per cent. of the receipts and 
the people got the benefit of what re- 
mained for good roads.” | 

Col. Cornell says he is convinced that 
Secretary Lazansky. found the affairs of 
the License Bureau in considerable con- 
fusion when he took office, for in reply 
to a letter of inquiry Deputy Secretary of 
State Luke A. Keenan wrote to him on 
June 8: 

“It is not possible to send complete 
report of the Automobile Bureau for the 
year 1910. The total expenditures from 
June 1, 1910, to Jan, 1, 1911, when Secre- 
tary Koenig retired, were stated to be 
$171,035.21.” 

In reply to a second and more urgent 
letter, Mr. Keenan wrote on June 15 that 
the total net receipts from Feb. 1, 1910, 
to Feb. 1, 1911, were $185,702.52, or about 


$14,000 in excess of the expenditures, with 


the expenditures for February, March, 
April, and May, 1910, unaccounted for. 
Col. Cornell says that the expression 
‘“‘net receipts’ used in Mr. Keenan's let- 
ter does not include the expenses 
running the bureau. From these reports 
he estimates that the bureau spent more 
in 1910 than it took in. 

As a basis for stating that an inquiry 
should be held into the conduct of the 
bureau in 1910, Col. Cornell points to 
figures which he has received by re- 
quest “from the Automobile Bureaus of 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
and Pennsylvania, in each of which 
States a large revenue for good roads or 
other public works was realized in 1910.

President John H. Finley delivered the 
baccalaureate address to the graduating 
students of City College yesterduy after- 
noon in the great hall of the college, with 
his right hand resting on a cane for a 
Support, while a crutch supported his 
left side. The President injured his foot 
on @ recent journey in France, und an 
abscess has developed which yesterday 
became of such a serious nature that it 
was thought he would not be able to de- 
liver the address at all. But he insisted 
on appearing, and not only delivered his 
address but imped forward and fave the 
Scripture reading. . 

The hall was very well filled with the 
senior class and their friends, who ap- 
plauded with enthusiasm Dr. Finley's ad- 
dress. 

“I have estimated that fn thickly 
settled communities one person jin about 
every thirty adults is a public servant;

vicarious capacity for the other twenty- 
nine,"”” eaid President Finiey. ‘ The 
multiple is higher or lower, according to 
the socialized life of the community, but 
I shall arbitrarily take this numerical 
equivalent and call the public servant the 
thirtieth man. 

“The ‘thirtieth man’ sweeps the 
streets of the city, and he is the pontifex 
of the country roads. He lHghts the iamp 
when the natural lights of Heaven go out, 
and extinguishes the fires of the earth. 
With one hand he gathers our letters of 
affection and business, and with the «ther 
distributes them in the remotest cabins 
on the mountains. He weighs the wind, 
rexuds the portents of the clouds, gives 
augur to the heat and cold. He makes 
wells in the valleys, he fills the rools 
with water. He tastes the milk tefore 
the city child shall drink it; he tests and 
labels the food in stores and shops; he 
corrects false balances and short meas- 
ures; he keeps watch over forest and 
stream; gives warning of rocks and 
shoals to men at sea, and of plague znd 
poison to those on land. 

‘* He is warden of fish and bird and wild 
beast; he is host to the homeless and 
shelterless; he is guardian and nurse to 
the child who comes friendless intu the 
world, and chaplain at the burial «f the 
man who goes friendless out of it.

MR. STIMSON’S VACCINATION. 

Secretary of War StTimsom has set an 
example, not only for the army, but for 
every community in which a typhoid 
epidemic is threatened, by submitting 
himself to vaccination against typhoid 
fever. 

We have received from Lieut. Col. J, 
R. Kean of the office of the Surgeon 
General in Washington the data of vac- 
cinations against typhoid in army en- 
campments since Sir A, EB. WricurT in 
1896 injected killed typhoid bacilli into 
two soldiers while prosecuting his work 
with the medical corps of the British 
Army.

Although these troops have been 
more than three months exposed to all 
the vicissitudes of camp Ilife—heat 
and dust, mud and flles—only one case 
of typhoid fever has so far developed. 
The medical authorities of the army 
are much ‘elated at this great feat of 
preventive medicine, which they hope 
will bring into common use a procedure 
of as great sanitary importance to the 
American people as was the discovery 
of the method of preventing yellow 
fever. 


If such immunity against a filth dis- 
ease can be produced in a military 
camp, we should have no more typhoid 
fever in our well-ordered cities. Every 


urban epidemic has hitherto been suc- 


ceeded by an epidemic of secondary 
cases spread from the first infection. 
The second epidemic might be prevent- 
ed by timely inoculations of all resi- 
dents within the afflicted area.: The 
discomfort of the reaction from the 
anti-toxin endures never longer than 
forty-eight hours, and is less trouble- 
some than vaccination against small- 
pox. Typhoid fever attacks the young 
at their age of greatest efficiency and 
promise. The campaign to vaccinate 
the people against typhoid epidemics 
should be prosecuted as vigorously as 
the measures for removing its sources 
in polluted streams and foodstuffs,

The passage of Senator Grapr’s

A DEFECT OF ARBITRATION. 


It is well to look at all sides of a 
matter, even when it concerns so lofty 
an aim and methods so promising as 
we can all see in the judicial settlement 
of international differences. And it is 
especially well in @ matter of such 
extreme importance to get and keep 
a clear idea of what the terms we use 
actually mean. Thus {t {s not uncom- 
mon to hear arbitration spoken of as 
being practically the same thing as 
judicial settlement. It is very far from 
the same thing. It is in one sense a 
step toward judicial settlement; it is 
also @® very useful device in itself for 
adjusting differences of certain kinds. 
But it is not necessarily a judictal 
process, and it is marked by a very 
strong tendency toward compromise, 
which, tf yielded to, may not advance 
and even may greatly hinder the evo- 
lution of a body of international law 
suited for the guidance of real inter- 
national courts. 

Mr. WILLIAM CULLEN Dopnnis of 
Washington, in the latest number of 
the Columbia Law Review, cites a 
pregnant remark by ALBERT GALLATIN, 
one of the shrewdest of the early Amer- 
ican statesmen, who represented the 
United States in 1827, in the North- 
eastern Boundary Arbitration before 
the King of the Netherlands: 


An arbitrator, whether he be King 
or farmer, rarely decides on strict 
principle of law; he has always a bias 
to try, if possible, to split the differ- 
ence. 


Mr, Dennis examines the history of the several 


~ 
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esate ieenient auathettinamemnemneete —_ 


“five typical and leading arbitrations ” 
between the United States and Great 
Britain previous to the establishment 
of The Hague Tribunal and finds three 
of them resulted in compromises, and 
only two of them were “judicial de- 
cisions upon the law and the facts as 
understood by the arbitrators.” Of the 
nine judgments of The Hague Court, 
he finds six in the nature of judicial 
decisions, one distinctly a compromise, 
and two “affected by the spirit of 
compromise.” He regards these results 
as, at least, defective and calling for 
the ultimate establishment of a really 
judicial tribunal. Compromises would, 
of course, remain desirable, more so 
generally than an international law-~ 
suit; but they would be sought through 
“negotiation, diplomacy, and media- 
tion,” and not through a court whose 
function should be to seoure peace 
through justice. 

To guard against the element of com- 
promise, the mischievous and often 
risky tendency to “split the differ- 
ence,” the writer suggests several 
measures which he deems practicable 
before the establishment of a perma- 
nent court of international justice. 
One, and perhaps the most important 
of these, is greater care in framing 
the terms of submission in order that 
the court may fully be informed as to 
the facts and as to the view of each 
party of the principles of law involved. 
Another is the direct agreement as to 
the selection of Judges in order that 
these may be the most impartial, ex- 
perienced, and competent. A third ts 
the adoption of a proper code of ar- 
bitral procedure, securing the orderly 
and logical consideration of the case. 
And finally provision for appeal, revi- 
sion, and the correction of error. The 
latter would probably in practice be 
found the most difficult of the pro- 
posed measures, because it involves 
most directly and completely the prin- 
ciple of final authority, the readiness 
of nations or Governments to place the 
determination of their rights and duties 
in other hands than their own. This, 
of course, is the crux of the question 
of unrestricted adjudication of inter- 
national differences. 
posed of completely or at once. The 
hope of its final attainment is in the 
application of the principle of adjudica- 
tion to a gradually increasing number 
and variety of questions. Bvery ques- 
tion that can be settled, not by mere 
arbitration, that ts, not by a compro- 
mise negotiated under the forms of 
judicial decision, but by a decision 
really judicial, by the application of 
what the Judges believe to be justice, 
on the facts presented, will strengthen 
the general principle. Hvery such case 
will make the next one easier and more 
readily accepted, as happened in the 
history of adjudication replacing a con- 


flict of force tn private disputes.

Though the removal! 
of the water within the 
caisson surrounding the 
Maine is as yet little 
more than well begun, 
enough of the wreck is already in sight to 
show that the energy of the explosion which 
sank the ship was many times greater 
than any single mine or bomb could set 
free. This is not news, of course, for the 
fact was noted by the Navy Board that 
made the first examination, but even with 
the aid of divers it was then impossible to 
acquire a full realization of how violent 
the explosion was and how nearly to 
fragments the whole forward half of the 
vessel was reduced. 

No more now than then, however, does 
the condition of the wreckage preclude 
acceptance of the theory of a primary 
shock on the outside of the hull, and now 
as then, the position of the shattered keel, 
with parts of it rising through the upper 
deck, sustains that theory for all who are 
not eager to believe the disaster entirely 
the result of an inside explosion—prefera-~ 
bly due to the carelessness or incompe- 
tence of the Maine’s officers. The practi- 
cally inevitable conclusion, originally 
drawn and confirmed by the new evidence, 
is that a mine, not necessarily of any 
great size, acted as a sort of detonator 
for the Maine’s own magazines—that, in 
other words, both an outside and an in- 
side explosion occurred. 

The partial emptying of the caisson has 
justified the expectation that after thir- 
teen years of exposure to the oorroding 
and disintegrating action of such water 
as fills and of such mud ag forms the bot- 
tom of Havana Harbor, there would be 
little left of the vessel itself and still less 
of what went down with her. When heavy 
armor plate hag been redticed to a mere 
shell, there is small chance of finding 
éven the bones of the men who perished 
on that dreadful night, and’ none at all 
that a substance as easily soluble as un- 
exploded ammunition will remain in any 
part of the hull. 

It is much to be regretted that the work 
now in progress was not done at the 
proper time—immediately after the terml- 
nation of the Spanish-American war. For 
performing it then there were practical 
reasons as well as those of sentiment.

So, if men do own all the alr above their 
land—which is doubtful—the aviators will 
never find any unowned air except over 
the ocean beyond the three-mile lHmit. 
There alone they can be free from regu- 
lation by anything except the law of 
Sravitation and several hundred other lit- 
tle ordinances of the same kind. Our 
correspondent’s “‘channels"’ are a vain 
imagining.

Doorway. of bankruptcy by one of 
them, hint at the necessity for certain re- 
adjustments in prices, methods and per- 
haps of morals if these purveyors of com- 
estibles and potables are to retain their 
customers and regain their prosperity. 

One simple and easy reform they could 
work at their very doorways by changing 
the boys who take care of hats from col- 
lectors of petty blackmail to inoffensive 
youths, ready to perform a small service 
for those who want it, and paid.by the 
proprietor of the place for the work they 
do. 

The hope that a time is ever to come 
when waiters will get their remuneration 
as honestly and decently as do other 
salesmen is probably vain, but the grad- 
ual increase in the number of minor 
exploiters of the public’s moral cowardice 
has created an irritable resentment in s0 
many patrons of hotels and restaurants 
that it may well have something to do 
with the falling off of custom coricern- 
ing which their managers complain. 
Other influences have been much more 
effective, no doubt, but those other in- 
fluences the managers cannot control, 
while this one they can, and {it would 
seem to be the part of practical wisdom 
for them to do it. 

The dime demanded by the hat check 
boy is the more reluctantly given because 
everybody now knows that the tip goes, 
not to him, but to somebody to whom the 
“ privilege,” with many others like it, has 
been farmed out. That deprives the tipper 
of any feeling of generosity as he hands 
over his coin, and makes him realize that 
he is the victim of extortion. Which 
isn’t pleasant.

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RECALL AND FLYING MACHINES, 


Pure Democracy Has Been Tried and 
Wax Wings Are Still Waxen.

We 
all (except certain extremists) believe in gov- 
ernment of some sort, just as we all nowadays 
believe in flying machines. But some of us 
think that @ pure democracy, as applied to 
government, was a failure in Athens, and that 
it will continue to be a failure, just as we 
believe wax is no more suitable material for 
flying machines to-day than it was when 
father Daedalus fitted out wax wings for the 
boy who has perpetuated the memory ef his 
folly in the Icarion Sea. 

No ‘‘ degree of civilization ’* will make pure 
democracy any safer for us, the-heirs of all 
the centuries, than it was when i{t tired of the 
virtues of Aristides, just as all the genius and 
skill of the Wright brothers can never mold 
wax into a fit material for flying machines. 

In spite of all this, I wish to say that I am 
a great admirer of Gov. Wilson, and that my 
only wish ie that he will help us with all his 
ability and popularity to keep what is left to 
us of our “ representative system,"* and that 
he will not lend a helping hand to those who 
are prying at the asluicegates of anarchy and 
ruin, G. NASH MORTON.

The Gittins Bills. 
Tio the Eidftor of The New York Timee: 

With that ingenious tIndifference to truth 
which {is not ingenuous “J. F. F,” tn his 
communication to you of June 14, endeavors, 
as many others have endeavored, to mislead 
the public as to the nature of the Gittins bills 
now before the Senate. There is No measure 
before the Benate to repeal ‘“‘one section of 
the anti-racing laws.’' One of the Gittins meas- 
ures proposes to amend the penal law of the 
State by excluding from {t the words “or any 
other inclosure or-place’’ from the list of 
places within which corporations, associations, 
the officers thereof, and individuals are re- 
sponsible for gambiing on their premises. 

This list of places, up to the year 1810, in- 
cluded only rooms, sheds, tents, tenements, 
booths, buildings, floats, or vessels. The penal 
law of the State, in accord with the Constitu- 
tion of the State, now applies equally to “ any 
ether inclosure or place."’ 

The Gittins bill its, therefore, not an act 
to repeal the Directors’ lability law, but an 
act to exclude race tracks from the operation 
of the penal law of the State. Tt is perfectly 
true, moreover, that it proposes to do this the 
year round, because it proposes to exclude 
race tracks from the list of places whose of- 
ficers are responsible for gambling on their 
premises. ‘The Gittins bills are not bills to 
exempt the Directors of racing associations 
from special hardship, but bille te give race 
tracks special privileges.

Clearing House Would Save Time 
and Money, Research Bu- 
reau Believes. 





AGGRESSIVE LEADER NEEDED 





Vacancy at the Head of the National 
Bureau ‘Offers an Opportunity That 
- Should Be Graeped, They Say. 





Mindful of the fact that Dr. Elmer B. 
Brown’s retirement from the United 
States Bureau of Education to become 
the President of New York University 
will make necessary the appointment of a 
new Commissioner, the Bureau of Munic- 
ipal Research is very desirous that the 
post shall be filled by an aggressive 
leader, not from among the old guard of 
educators, but one of the younger ele- 
ment, who would work with an eye to 
what the educational system of the coun- 
try can be made to produce. The desire 
for such an appointment is suggested in a 
letter which the New York organization 
has just sent to Walter L. Fisher, Secre- 
tary of the Interlor. 

The letter suggests, indirectly, the kind 
of man for the-position by outlining the 
kind of work which its writers would like 
to see done under a new régime in the 
National Bureau. It does, however, come 
out flatly thus: 


Unless, as head of the United States bue 
reau, an educator is named who is not only 
in sympathy with recent analysis of school 
administration, but personally competent te 
institute and to supervise such “ Scientitig 
management ’’ or “‘ efficiency engineering ’ 
when applied to school work the country’s 
progress may even be hampered by the 
work of the National Bureau. 


To see the Bureau of Washington, be- 
come,.a “National clearing house for 
educational ideas” is the hope em 
pressed by the Directors of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research tn the letter, which 
is signed by Directors William H. Allen 
and Henry Bruere. The letter points out 
that the City Superintendents. receive 
endless questions as to results of their 
investigations, questions which require 
time to answer and of which the ane 
swers are often misleading. The results 
of local investigations, it is urged, should: 
go direct to the National bureau, there 
to be diffused with the greatest economy 
of time and effort. The letter adds: 


The Cledring House method, which makes 
one check settle a hundred transactions, 
can and should be applied to answeri 
school questions. The logical central Cleat. 

g House is the United States Bureau of 
Education (the State bureau within each 
State for State matters) which should be 
the best equipped of all agencies, public 
er private, both to ask and answer elgniti- 
cant questions respecting public education. 

To overcome inertia or a highly*academie 
point of view at the United States Bureau 
would be almost impossible. It is equally 
impossible to resist an aggressive leadership 
from that bureau, as Commissioner Brown 
has proved many times. If National re- 
ports are promptly published as helpful 
guides instead of, or tn addition to, obsolete 
history, thousands of educational oe 
will follow their baa fa use their ely, 
and be vital and prompt. Then time wou 
be spent using information systematically 
and economically gathered which is now Un- 
economically spent on trying to gather Ue 
available data. 


The Bureau of Municipal Research has 
been in correspondence with more than 
180 City Superintendents, and has learned 
from them that they have averaged sev 
enty-six questions during the current 
year, many of the questions taking days 
to answer. Says the letter: 


In dollars and cents it has probably cost 
the Superintendents of the leading cities aa 
much, if not more, to answer requests for 
information than the United States Bureau 
of Education spends on investigation, confer- 
ence, and publication. So far as this labor 
increases the sum of human knowledge, 
Superintendents are glad to give it: There 
is, however, reason to believe that many 
of the reports, based upon such returns as 
it is now possible for Superintendents to 
make, actually subtract from the sum of 
human knowledge because they give inate 
curate and misleading information. 

But even if each investigator got only 
acevrate results and made effective use of 
those results, it would still remain true 
that a vast amount of time is now spent in 
reanswering questions already answered, or 
in giving practically the same material un- 
der different groupings, which might be 
infinitely better used in applying informa- 
tion already possessed or in study of local 
problems. 


The letter after quoting from the replies 
of some of the Superintendents, says: 


When a man of such standing as Supt 
Greenwood of Kansas City writes that 
‘‘ looking back over the year it seems that 
10,000 would be only a sight misstate- 
ment,’’ it is clear that the time has come 
not to stop investigating, but to systema- 
tize inquiries and the aistribution of thelr 
results, and to do it in a way that will 
subtract from instead of adding to the bure 
dens of teacher, principal, and Superinten- 
dent, 

The basis for the letter is laid in the 
early part, thus: 

Magazine and platform criticism has DBe- 
gun to give way to detailed investigation 
and constructive suggestion. Those who 
proclaim the ideals of universal free edu- 
cation are now asked to show definite re- 
sults. Those who challenge tradition are 
now asked to specify substitutes. 

The importance of this change of em. 
phasis is by the following criticisms 
of the public schools of America, which, 
during the‘last twenty years, leading edu-

ALBANY, June 18—Frequent confer 
ences are being held by Gov. Dix, State 
Controller Sohmer, and other financial 
officers of the State, together with legis- 
lative leaders, regarding the ~monetary 
Figures submitted 80 
far appear to show that the inheritance 
tax, provided for in a bill passed at the 
special of the Legislature last 
year, will probably net the State nearly 
$1,500,000 less than was estimated, and the 
stock transfer tax is less productive than 
usual, owing to financial gonditions. 

The total appropriations for 1910 were 
$42,000,000, while the income to Sept. 30, 
i911. was estimated at $6,600,000 less. 
There was a surplus on hand on Sept. 30 
of $4,500,000, leaving an estimated deficit 
of $1,500,000 to the first of September of 
this year. 

Those in charge of the financial meas- 
ures say it will therefore be necessary to 
provide, besides funds for the appropria- 
tion, supply, and special bills, a suffictent 
sum to meet the deficit left by the previ- 
ous administration, and also fer a working 
capital. They say that while the appro- 
priation and supply bills of this year indl- 
cate a considerable saving over the ex- 
penses of last year, it cannot be expected 
that the deficit will be overcome and an 
adequate working capital for the State 
established.

LIKED SAN FRANCISCO BEST 





Marvels at the Transformation—Won’t 
Say About Visiting Us Again, but 
Hopes to See Panama Canal Open, 





Sarah Bernhardt returned to this city 
yesterday morning in her private car 
Bernhardt from a thirty-five weeks’ tour 
through the United States and Canada, 
She traveled 25,000 miles, gave 285 per- 
formance, 90 of them being one-night 
stands, in 103 cities, and brought in 
more than $1,000,000 in gross receipts, of 
which, it was said yesterday, her own 
share would be about $250,000 clear. 

The famous actress did not appear to 
be the least fatigued by her arduous 
travels, but looked 50 per cent. better 
than when she landed in this city from 
the French liner Provence on Oct. 28 
of last year. Perhaps the most wonder- 
ful feature of the trip was the energy 
shown by Mme. Bernhardt in seeing the 
various sights of interest in the cities 
she visited, which included a descent into 
a copper mine, a night in a bayou shoot- 
ing at alligators, a ride through the 
Homestead works, and mountain climb- 
ing in the West. 

Her personal entourage included an 
English and French secretary, Dr. Marot, 
her physician; Mlle. Suzanne Seylor, her 
companion for many years; E. J. Sulli- 
van, her business manager; a chef, two 
valets, two maids, and Peter Pan, an 
English cocker spaniel given to her by 
her son, Maurice, and an English bull 
terrier, Boomerang, which she bought re- 
cently in St. Louis. 

Mme. Bernhardt received the reporters 
yesterday afternoon in her suite at the 
Hotel Marie Antoinette while she had de- 
jeuner, which consisted of small pleces of 
chicken, with salad, and claret Ilberally 
mixed with water. She had on a morning 
gown of Valenciennes lace With a high 
collar, over which she wore a dove- 
colored cloth robe, trimmed with sable 
and embroidered with gold, and dove- 
colored pumps to match. Her only orna- 
ment was a bunch of pink carnations. 
She wears these alternately with Amer- 
ican Beauty roses, she said, as they are 
her favorite flowers. A sable laprobe was 
thrown over her knees as she sat at 
table, on account the slight attacks 
of sciatica from which she suffers occa- 
sionally, and which so far has been her 
only malady worth mentioning. Watch- 
ing her vivacity in conversation and 
hearing her vibrant voice, it was diffi- 
cult to imagine that this extraordinary 
Frenchwoman would celebrate her sixty- 
eighth birthday anniversary on Oct. 
and had spent nearly all her life on the 
stage. 

When asked for the s 
and youthful appearance 
hardt laughed and replied: 

‘““T eat little. sleep plenty, 
all the time. and not too much fresh alr. 
I must always.” 

William J. Connor, who 
tour. interrupted to say: 

‘‘What Madame means fs that she owes 
her health to the grace of the good God 
and works like the devil.” 

She partivy understood what he had said, 
and, putting hand on his shoulder, 
isked him to tell her more sliowly 
it was that had made the reporters smile.

31 tO a copper mine at Hancock, Mich., 
where she donned miner's garb. and, with 
a lantern in her helmet, made the de- 
scent. 

“We got into a big cage called a skiff,’’ 
she said, ‘‘and went down 1,500 feet. 
Then we took an underground trolley to 
look at a vein of copper, and came back 
and went down 2,700 feet to see the 
miners working, and came once more on 
earth to see the bright sunlight and the 
trees. How good they looked after being 
in the darkness below! ”’ 

“Did you have any luck in your alli- 
gator-hunting expedition? ”’ 

“No,” she replied with a smile, ‘I 
went out twen miles after the theatre 
to the bayou ca¥led Chef Monteur, where 
I shot a big alligator five years ago, 
but this time I only saw one.

Former Congressman and Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky Passes Away 
at 82, Leaving a Widow. 


SPEECH ON DULUTHA CLASSIC 





His Satire on Promoters of a Railroad 
in the Northwest Attracted Atten- 
tion All Over the Country. 





LEBANON, Ky., June 18.—James Proc- 
tor Knott, former Governor of Kentucky 
and prominent for many years in Con- 
gress, died late this afternoon at his 
home in this city, aged 82 years. Mr. 
Knott had been enfeebled and partially 
blind for several years. A widow sur- 
vives him. 

During his term in Congress, while 
speaking against an appropriation for the 
betterment of harbor facilities for Du- 
luth, Minn., he referred to that city as 
“the zenith city of the unsalted seas,” 
and used other expressions that made the 
speech a classic. 


James Proctor Knott was born near 
Lebanon, Marion County, Ky., on Aug. 29, 
1830. He had a common school education, 
and at 16 was deep in the study of law. 
When he reached his majority he moved 
to Memphis, Mo., and for a time his 
activities were in that State. 

His first in a long se@ries_of political of- 
fices was membership in the Missouri 
Legislature in 1857, but he resigned in 
1859 to become Attorney General of Mis- 
souri. The next year, 184), he was elected 
to that office, and served until 1861. Then 
he declined to take the oath of allegiance 
te the Union. His office was declared va- 
cant and he was arrested and imprisoned 
in the Arsenal at St. Louis. He was re- 
leased upon the order of Gen. Lyon in 
April, 1862, and lost no time in returning 
to his native State. In Lebanon he was 
soon established in practice. 

Although he was tater to become Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, it was as a Demo- 
cratic Representative in Congress, to 
which he was first elected in 1866, that 
he made his famous Duluth speech, for 
which he will probably be longer remem- 
bered than for any of his more serious 
efforts. It was practically his introduc- 
tion to Congress, but it lingers in the 
traditions of that body as one of the most 
keenly humorous satires ever delivered. 
One can’t go to Duluth to-day without 
hearing the story of it. 

The House had under consideration at 
that time a bill to extend the time to 
construct a@ railroad from the St. Croix 
River to the west end of Lake Superior. 
Knott got time for his Duluth speech by 
informing the House that if he were 
Standing on the brink of perdition with 
the sands crumbling under him they 
would not give him time to say the Lord's 
Prayer. He talked of betrayal of a 


“sacred trust,”” and said the project 
would be of pecuniary advantage to his 
friends. but of no advantage to the coun- 
try as a whole. His air and words caught 
attention and he got all the time he 
wanted. 

He read from a prospectus for the rail- 
road and its description of Duluth and 
the surrounding country, and went on 
gravely: 

‘“‘ Now, Sir, who, after Ustening to this 
emphatic and unequivocal testimony of 
these intelligent, competent, and able- 
bodied witnesses, who that is not as in- 
credulous as St. Thomas himself will 
doubt for a moment tnat the Goshen cf 
America is to be found in the sandy 
valleys and upon the pine-clad hills of 
the St. Croix? Where is the patriot wno 
is willing that his country shall ineur 
the peril of remaining another day with- 
cut the amplest railroad connection with 
such an inexhaustible mine of agricult- 
ural wealth? Who will answer for the 
consequences of abandoning a great and 
warlike people in | gr sewage of a country 
like that to brood over the indifference 
and neglect of their Government? 

‘‘I was utterly at a loss to determine 
where the terminus of this great and in- 
dispensable road should be until I acci- 
dentally overheard some gentleman the 
other day mention the name of Duluth. 
Duluth! The word fell upon my ear with 
peculiar and indescriable charm—iike the 
gentle murmurs of a low fountain stealing 
forth in the midst of roses, or the soft 
Sweet accents of an angel's whisper in 
the bright, joyous dream of sleaping 
Innoc2anee. Duluth! ’Twas the name for 
which my sGul had panted for years as 
the hart panteth for the waterbrook. But 
where was Dutluth? ; 

* But where was Duluth? Never itn all 
my limited reading had my vision been 
giaddened by seeing the celestial word in 
print, and [ felt a profound humiliation 
in My ignorance that its dulcet s¥llables 
had never before ravished my delighted 
ear. I rushed to the library and examined 
all the maps I could find. I discovered 
in one of them a delicate hairlike line 
diverging from the Mississippi near a 
place marked Prescott, which I supposed 
was intended to represent the River St. 
Croix, but I could nowhere find Duluth.”’ 

He then went on to tell of researches 
which finally brought to his knowledge 
this place, the “ genith city of the un- 
salted seas.”’ 

Mr. Knott served in Congress from 18@7 
to 1871, and again from 1875 until 1883. 
During the last five years he was Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committes. He 
declined a renomination to the Forty- 
eighth Congress, and in 1883 he was elect- 
ead Governor of Kentucky. He was one 
of the delegates in the Constitution Con- 
vention in 1891. He was appointed to 
the Chair of Civics and Economics at 
Centre Collewe, Kentucky, in 1892, and 
two years later he was transferred to 
the department of law, of which he was 
Dean until 1901. Mr. Knott was may 
ried in 1852 to Mary E. Forman. She 
died in the following August. In 1848 
he was married again to Sarah R. Me- 
Elroy of Bowling Green, Ky.

WHEAT.—Heavy liquidation continued 
at the opening of the week, with the 
Sreatest decline in the July delivery at 
the West, Following this break there 
was some recovery, with the market 
somewhat uncertain at the close of -the 
week. The developments of the week 
were in many ways against values, al- 
though there was an offsetting condition 
in relative strength of Europe, which 
caused some hesitation on the part of 
Sellers, and resulted in some,.export busi- 
ness. The povsition Europe at- 
tracting a great deal of attention, and 
is an important factor in ultimate price- 
making. 

An estimate the middle of the week, by 
& leading Enelish authority, placed the 
world’s export surplus at 80,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of world’s requirements, 
exclusive of the export surplus from the 
United States. This estimate is partly 
due to the harvesting of a bumper crop 
in India, the sowing of a record acreage 
again in the Argentine, the sowing of a 
record atreage in the Canadian North- 
west, with extremely favorable conditions 
for the early growth of the crop. The 
Situation in Europe is not so promising. 
There is a distinct lack of optimism re- 
garding the wheat and rye crép, and the 
latest estimates indicate probably a 
Smaller crop in Europe than either last 
year or the preceding year. This will 
mean @ necessity of large imports un- the 
one hand and of decreased supplies of 
European exporting countries on .the 
other. This situation has in part been 
reflected by continued Strength of Eu- 
ropean markets the past week, which 
have shown only a slight decline, com- 
pered with the break in America. 

The principal influences bearing on the 
market have been domestic. At Chicago 
there has been no decrease in the im- 
mense stock of wheat accumulated there 
by the May deal, and cash houses state 
there is practically no demand for this 
wheat. The owners, however, seem to be 
able to keep the wheat off the market, 
and it has not been a load, excepting in 
prospect. The Chicago Board of Trade 
after investigating the May deal decided 
that it was not an intentional corner, but 
an. unintentional one, due to the fact of 
a large number of buyers at higher prices 
AS a result, however, of the deal, the 
Board of Trade this week adopted a rule 
whereby the Directors were authorized 
to fix @ settling price, based on the actual 
value, with a penalty of not less than 
0 ror more than 10 cents a bushel for de- 
faultage. 

The crop conditions have developed in 
many ways most favorably. There was a 
| apprehension over Spring wheat in 
portions of South Dakota, but toward the 
close of the week there were ample rains 
ail through the Dakotas, and the entire 
American and Spring wheat region. These 
rains extended into Nebraska, where there 
had been some apprehension of the proper 
filling of the wheat on account of the 
dry weather, and also extended « astward, 


through Jowa and the lake region end 
Ohio Valley. These rains were in sec- 
tions where they will do great good for 
the development of the later crop. In the 
more southerly sections the weather was 
absolutely perfect for harvesting, day 
after day of brilliant conditions. Cutting 
has advanced most rapidly, and a large 
amount of wheat was secured during the 
WeeK, 

While there has been some deterioration 
in sections, it seems distinctly probable 
that there has been little or no detertora- 
tion in Winter wheat as a whole com- 
with June J. The conditions in 
Spring wheat have indicated the mainte- 
nance of very favorable prospects, and if 
any general deterioration, it has evidently 
been less than normal. 

There has been no volume of offsrings of 
new wheat yet on the market, and this 
has been of considerable importance.

The situation in the 
corn market is in many Ways an extreme- 
ly interesting one. The Situation as a 
whole has been a very favorable one. 
The conditions for the preparation of the 
soil, the planting of corn, and the germ- 
ination were most excellent. Since then 
there has been no bad weather to prevent 
careful cultivation, and all] reports indi- 
cate that the crop is unusually clean and 
well eultivated. Thea drought, however, 
has had the effect of making growth 
slow, but undoubtedly it has also had the 
effect of producing a strong root growth, 
and unless carried to a point where Bub- 
soil moisture is completely exhausted this 
root growth will be a strong factor in 
the later development of the crop. The 
reports indicate that the crop has suf-

OATS. 


OATS.—The position in the oats market 
has been one of continued Strength, with 
prices at the highest levels of the advance, 
approximately 10 cents over the low 
point of the Spring. The continued drv 
weather has brought further damage, and 
it is generally believed that part of the 
crop has lost ground since June 1. In 
some sections this loss has been more 
than normal, but in the Northwest, in 
Iowa and Nebraska, in the lake region, 
and northern portion of the Ohio Vallev 
States and the East there have been good 
rains, and the deterioration of the crop 
was evidently checked. Whether the dam- 
age in sections not reached by the rains 
more than makes up for the probable im- 
provement elsewhere, is a question of 
guess work. The hay crop has been 1m- 
proved undoubtedly in the sections where 
rain has fallen, but elsewhere the situ- 
ation in the hav and feed crops is seri- 
ous. A factor of considerable importance 
will be the possible passage of the Reci- 
procity bill, as indicated in dispatches 
from Washington at the close of the 
week. This will make the great Canadian 
crop available. Last year the Canadian 
crop) was 300,000,000 bushels, in round 
numbers, and this year the prospects are 
for a record crop with increased acreage, 
which will make a large amount of oats 
avaliable for the Bastern markets.

Commission Government 
Hotly Contested.

TRENTON, N. J4 June 18.—Trenton will 
vote on Tuesday on the question of sub- 
stituting the commission form of govern- 
ment. If the plan is adopted the Mayor, 
Common Council, and various city boards 
will be legislated out of office and all 
municipal control, with the sole exception 


of the public schools, will be turned over 
to a commission composed of five mem- 
bers to be elected at large. 

The city is greatly divided on the ques- 

tion and a hotly contested election is as- 
sured. The organizations of both the Re- 
publican and Democratic Parties have 
combined with the liquor interests in an 
effort to beat the proposal, while the 
church people, and, in fact, most of the 
better class of citizens are for it. The 
office holders are divided, many of them 
fighting the scheme because it legislates 
them out of place, while others are willing 
to sacrifice office for what they believe 
will be an improved form of government. 
The Socialists are opposed to it, contend- 
ing that it is a mere makeshift for So- 
cialism and does not confer the real ben- 
efits they seek, 
The autcome of the vote is very much 
in doubt. Both the advocates and the 
opponents of the plan are claiming the 
victory. The advocates of the scheme 
are especially hopeful of success because 
their cause has been strongly indorsed 
by Gov. Wilson.

IN HOSPITAL, LIKELY TO DIE 


Bables Found In Tears Beside Body 
of Thelr Mother with an Axe Head 
Embedded In Her Skull. 





Neighbors of Louls Kuckenmeister and 
his wife Eva were used to hearing them 
quarrel in their three rear rooms on the 
third floor of the tenement at 824 Third 
Avenue, and when they heard the hus- 
band’s voice raised in anger just after 
midnight last night and the crying of the 
Kuckenmeisters’ three children, Louise 9 
years old; Joseph, 5, and Rachel, 13 
mofaths, they paid no heed to it. Pre:- 
ently, though, they heard the crash of 
glass and the sound of a body falling in 
the yard. 

Some of them ran downstairs and found 
Kuckenmeister unconscious on the pave- 
ment. Then they ran upstairs. On the 
floor of the combination kitchen and din- 
ing room, the rear room of the three in 
the flat, they found Mrs. Kuckenmelster 
dead. The blade of an axe was imbedded 
in her head. In the cradle Rachel lay 
whimpering. Half across his mother’s 
body was five-year-old Joseph, ‘crying 
and begging her to speak. Louis crouched, 
his hands before his face, in an adjoining 
room. It was Joseph who greeted the 
horrified neighbors. 

“Tt was papa,’ he said. “He did it 
and then he jumped out of the window.” 

Some of the neighbors ran for a police- 
man, while others telephoned to Flower 
Hospital for an ambulance. Half a dozen 
policemen responded to the frightened 
calls, and Dr. Johnson came at full speed 
from the hospital. He merely glanced at 
Mrs. Kuckenmeister, and then turned his 
attention to the man. He hurried him to 
the hospital, declaring, however, that he 
probably would die. 

Detective Bruckman from Headquarters 
took charge of the children. From them 
and the neighbors he pieced out a story 
of poverty and drunkenness on the part 
of the husband, of faithfulness on the 
part of the wife and children, and, finally, 
of the blind rage which had overcome the 
truck driver husband crazed by drink, 
and of his attack on his wife. 

For a long time, said the neighbors, 
Kuckenmeister had drunk heavily, often 
returning to the little three-room flat to 
fight with his wife and to terrorize his 
children until he fellinto a drunken sleep, 
Then he would awake, said the neighburs, 
the children corroborating, to plead 
forgiveness and to promise a new style 
of life. Each time forgiveness was grani- 
ed, and each time it ended by Kucken- 
meister returning to his old habits. 

Yesterday hs had been home ail 
day and Mrs Kuckenmeister tn the even- 
ing dressed her children and took them 
for @ visit to her mother's, in Fitty-thira 
Street. They spent a happy evening therc, 
and had just reached the house on their 
return when Kuckenmeister entered the 
door. It was little Joseph who took up 
the story then. 

‘Papa came home drunk,” said the 
child, ‘‘and began to fight with mamma. 
Finally mamma said she was going to get 
a policeman. Then father threw some 
plates and saucers at her. Then he 
grabbed the axe in the corner, and struck 
her on the head. When my mamma fell, 
papa looked at her a minute. -~hen he 
rushed to the window and fumped out." 

it was all the child could tell. Over 
and over he would repeat: ** Papa was 
drunk.’”” He seemed scarcely to realize 
that his mother was dead, and begged 
the policeman to bring her back to him. 
In the cradle the baby, ill with whooping 
cough, finally cried herself to. sleep. 
Louls. dazéd and seeming hardly to com- 
prehend what had happened, wandered 
from one room of the flat to the other 
till they all were taken in charge by the 
police and moved to the Children’s Soclety.

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JUSTIFIES HIGHWAY SUIT. 


Brought, Says Barnes, to Get Albany 
County’s Share of Big Fund. 


ALBANY, June‘ 18.—William Barnes, 
Jr., Chairman of ‘the Republican State 
Committee, in a statement to-day com- 
menting on the action the recently in-

Measures are pending 
now in the Legislature providing for the 
special expenditure of $9,000, more, 
The special laws which have passed, 
provide for building highways in twenty- 
one counties. 

“It can be seen at a glance that by 
these laws that thirty-six counties will 
ad coprived of their equitable apportion-

STORM HITS DANVILLE, VA. 


Wrecks Tobacco Factories and Cotton 
Mille and Ties Up Trolley Line. 


DANVILLD, Va., June 18.—In a storm 
which swept this part of the State to-day 
cotton mills, tobacco factories, and stor- 
age plants were unroofed, trees uprooted, 
and chimneys, porches, telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric transmission poles 
and wires were blown down. Telegraph, 
telephone, and trolley service were all put 
out of commission. 

The storm came suddenly from the 
northwest. Main Street, noted for its 
heavy shade of old oaks, elms and ma- 
ples, some of them of gigantic dimen- 
sions, was a scene of desolation after 
the wind had done its destructive work, 
the broad thoroughfare being blocked at 
many points by the debris of trees, wires 
and poles. The hundreds of old shade 
trees which were uprooted probably 
Saved the best residence section by offer- 
ing thelr resistance, 

The principal losers were the Riverside 
Cotton Mill and the tobacco factories of 
A. EB. Hughes & Co., Dibrell Bros., E. K.

TO INSPECT SUBWAY, TOO 








Guests Will Ride Through Completed 
Sections of Fourth Avenue 
Cut on Wednesday. 





All has been made ready for the cele- 
bration, on Wednesday, of South Brooklyn 
Day, which is to mark the opening of | 
the million-dollar Gowanus Canal flush- 
ing tunnel and the completion of a new 
high pressure water system planned to 
give that part of Brooklyn better fire 
protection. Mayor Gaynor and other of- 
ficlals have been invited to attend the ' 
eXercises in which South Brooklyn will | 
give expression to its joy and relief at 
its long-looked-for emancipation from the 
evil smells of old Gowanus. 

At 11 o’clock in the morning the flush- 
ing tunnel, which has been planned to 
keep Gowanus Canal clean, will be 
opened at the head of the canal at 
Butler Street. The committee of ar- 





rangements and the invited guests will 
then go down the canal in decorated | 
yachts and barges and the site of the 
Eighth Ward Market, the new city piers 
and the great Bush Terminal docks and 
warehouses will be inspected. A lunch- 
eon will be served in one of the Bush 
buildings, at which, it is expected, 
speeches will be made by the Mayor, 
Borough President Steers, Congressman 
Martin W. Littleton and others. 

From the Bush Terminal the committee 
and guests will go im automobiles to 
Fourth Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street, 
where there will be an inspection of the 
Fourth Avenue subway work. The party 
will be taken on flat cars through the 
cut from Twenty-sixth Street to Ninth 
Street. At 3:50 o'clock there will be a 
parade of business vehicles. The route 
of the procession will be from Fortieth 
Street through Third Avenue to Sixtieth 
Street, to Fifth Avenue, to Park Place, 
to Seventh Avenue, to Prospect Avenue. 

The day’s programme will end with an 
exhibition test of the new high pressure, 
water service, at Fourth Avenue and 
Third Street, at 5 o'clock.

When the tide is ebbing the cur- 
rent of the channel in the bay catches! 
the discharge from the tunnel and car-| 
ries it, out to sea. 

Although no marked change in the ap-| 
pearance of the surface of the canal is| 
as yet noticeable as a result of the pump- 
ing, the engineers say that there has/| 
been a big improvement in the quality 
of the water under the surface and that 
gradually this improvement will spread.

Fifteen Specimens of the Electric Ray 
in the National Museum. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—A recent addi- 
tion to the Division of Fishes in the new 
National Museum in Washington has 
proved one of the most interesting speci- 
mens in the entire collection. It is the 
electric ray, known in the language of 
the scientists as Harcine brasiliensis, 
harmless enough as to name, but capa- 
ble of repelling its enemies in a manner 
peculiarly its own, which gives its its 
common title of the ‘‘torpedo’”’ fish. 

The electric ray is of the skate vuriety, 
with a broad, flat, nearly oval head and 
body and a caudal appendage something 
like that possessed by the majority of 
well-known fishes. Its mouth is on the 
under side, and it can only feel the way 
to it when feeding. But the real curios- 
ity about the Narcine brasiliensis is the 
fact that it carries its own storage bat- 
tery with it on all its wanderings and 
that it has the power of recharging the 
thousands of little cells when they be- 
come exhausted, using its power over and 
over again. 

There are realyy two batteries. They 
are located where one would naturally ex- 
pect to find the breathing apparatus of 
the fish, to the right and the left of the 
beady black eyes and back, They are 
kidney-shaped, occupying perhaps one- 
third of the upper part of the body. 

When at peace with itself and the rest 
of the world the torpedo fish swims 
around. at leisure or rests in shallow 
water, burrowing in the sand at ease, but 
if attacked, the battery is discharged and 
ihe enemy is glad to call it a drawn bat- 
tle if it can swim away. It gets its prey 
by using its batteries to supply the neces- 
sary current to kill, but, it must first 
complete a connection with the object of 
its attack. 

Men have speared those terpedoes in 
shallow weters and have caught them in 
nets, but on handling them have been 
very glad to call it off and avoid further 
shock. Fishermen have been repeatedly 
knecked down by contact with them. 

The species is common along the South 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast, the electric ray 
in the museum coming from the west 
coast of Florida. In Bulletin 28 of the 
American Museum of Natural History J. 
Russell Coles says: ‘“‘ They can give a 
powerful shock, and I have been knocked 
down many times when experimenting 
with this fish, yet could make no record 
of this peculiar form of electricity, as_it 
had no effect on my battery testing needle 
and it would not light a little electric 
2 that required but two and a half 
volts, 

““Several barefooted fishermen have 
been knocked down by stepping on the 
electric ray in the water. They remain 
soft and rubber-like in a formalin solution 
that hardened other specimens.” 

There are one adult ray and fourteen 
little ones in the division. The little rays 
in life are capable of numbing the human 
hand by contact. 

Barton A. Bean and Alfred C. Weed of 
the Division of Fishes have written a 
paper on the fifteen rays in its collection, 
which has been published under the title 
of ‘‘ An Electric Ray and Its Young from 
the West Coast of Florida ”’ in the ‘“ Pro- 
ceedings of, United States National Mu- 
seum,”’ No. 1,816, with excellent photo- 
graphic fllustrations. e
